CINCINNATI, June 117.—With-

VULTURES, THE SCAVENGERS» 


Vultures are the chief scaven- ' 
gers among birds, living princl- 
pally upon the decaying carcasses 
of animals. 

Vultures are so useful to mes | 
that they are protected by law 
and public sentiment. When in 
Charleston, S. C., nothing im- 


tures, or carrion crows. Unafraid, 
they perched upon fences or 
shacks, as if very old and wrin- 
kled, solemn-faced arbiters of fate. 
Some walked about the city dump 
and in filthy gutters seeking their 
fill and serving the city as most 
efficient disposers of garbage. 
The turkey'vulture its found 
throughout most of temperate and 
tropical America from British Co- 
lumbia to Patagonia and is a fa- 
miliar sight in lifornila. The 
head and upper portion of the 
meck are almost naked. In tbe 
male the ancestral feathers which 
covered the head are now repre 
sented by merely a few bristles, 
but in the female they still form 
a sort of grayish-brown fur.

Not having to catch 
and hold, the claws have become 
shorter and blunter and the mus- 
cles weaker. 

The vulture who first finds food 
either signals others or is seen 
by them and soon a flock gathers 
for the banquet. In experiments 
made long ago by Audubon dead 
animals were covered with brush- 
wood and during the course of a 
month hundreds of buzzards fly-

table food, prepared and served in 
a dainty way. Do not serve hot 
foods on cold plates or cold foods 
On warm plates on a table covered 
with a spotted and rumpled cloth. 
Daintiness in serving foods adds 50 
per cent to the taste. 

The quantity and quality of food 
required vary with the age, the 
climate, the state of health and 
the habits of the consumer. With- 
out going into figures, which 
would probably be misleading, it

POTATOES O'BRIEN 


J. M., City, asks for recipes for 
au gratin O'Brien potatoes and 
spaghetti as served at one of the 
local restaurants. Potatoes au 
Sratin and potatoes O’Brien are 
two different dishes and I have 
never made a combination of the 
two, but it could be accomplished 
by first preparing the potatoes 
O'Brien and then finishing the 
dish with a white sauce as for 
potatoes au gratin.

To prepare the O’Brien potatoes 
au gratin mix them with three- 
quarters of a cup of cream sauce 
and half a cup of grated cheese: 
Place the mixture in buttered, 
shallow baking dish, sprinkle over 
the top fine bread crumbs and 
bits of butter and bake fifteen 
minutes in a quick oven. 


SPAGHETTI NAPOLITANA 


The recipe for spaghetti asked 
for is prepared as many different 
ways as there are cooks, but I 
have used the fellowing recipe 
with success: Boil one onion 
stuck with six cloves, one table-. 
spoon of butter and three-quar- 
ters of a pound of spaghetti in 
plenty of boiling, salted water, to 
cover for forty minutes. Drain 
and put in a saucepan With one 
cup of tomato conserve, one cup 
of chicken stock thickened with 
one tablespoonful df butter and 
one tablespoonful of flour, eight 
dried mushrooms cut in small 
pieces and half a cup of finely- 
chopped boiled smoked beef 
tongue. Mix well and season with 
salt, pepper, grated nutmeg and

Set in the 
joe box to harden. Serve with a 
sauce made by pouring two cups 
of scalded milk into the beaten 
yolks of three eggs and _ three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and mix 
well. Flavor with orange. 


POP-OVERS

of flour with one teaspoonful of 
salt and beat intw ft the yolks of 
two eggs beaten with two cups of 
milk. Beat the mixture with a 
rotary egg beater until smooth and 
then fold in the stiffy beaten whites 
of the two eggs. Fill hot, greased 
muffin pans half full with the mix- 
ture and bake in a hot oven thirty 
minues. The trouble with her cake 
is that. she undoubtly bakes it too 
fast and does not beat the cake 
mixture thoroughly. 


SPICED WALNUT CAKE 

Cc. 6. M., Orange, wants to make 
a spiced walnut cake with sour 
milk and aske that we furnish the 
recipe. Beat to & cream half a 
cup of butter and one egg; add 
gradually one cup of sugar and 
when smooth add one cup of sour 
milk, two cups of flour sifted with 
a level teaspoonful of soda, a tea- 
spoonful of ground cloves and a 
teaspoonful of ground nutmeg.

What has been called the “Champion 
Compound Interest Story” is the one, re 
cently come out of San Jose, Cal, which 
tells of $100 loaned in 1897. The money 
was never paid back and increased with 10 
per cent monthly interest compounded to 
almost 305 trillion dollars, when judgment 
was rendered in the San Jose courtroom. 

Here is the story: On February 28 Hen- 
ry B. Stewart, a San Jose hay dealer, was 
a middle-aged man of modest circum- 
stances. Before evening of the following 
day, although only twenty-four hours old- 
er, he had become the richest man in the 


world, legally. Judgment had been ren- 


dered in his favor for $304,840,332,912,685.16 
—which is considerably more than all the 
money, gold and national debts in this 
whole wide world. — 

On the other band, George Jones, an an- 
tomobile salesman, is financially wiped out 
and very much in debt. While Superior 
Court Judge Welch is credited with the 
record cash judgment in history. 

Stewart, as so many wealthy Americans 


-| have done, started life as a poor young- 


ster. Early in 1897 Jones requested a loan 
of $100 to meet a sight draft. Stewart 
was agreeable and the two went into a lo 
cal bank, where Jones made out a prom- 
issory note to the grain dealer's wife for 


*| $100 with interest payable at the rate of 


10 per cent per month compounded. He 
expecteg to pay the money fn two months 
at the letest. But Jones left California 
and went into business in Kansas and Stew- 
art bid a farewell to his century.

The court demanded a verification of the 
figures and two hours more were occupied 
in proving that the trillion billions were 
correct. Judge Welsh, tn giving his spec- 
tacular decision, said that, under the cir 
cumstances, it was the only possible judg- 
ment. Stewart is now worrying about his 
income tax which had never bothered him 
until after the trial. He has about decided 
to compromise with Jones at a much lower 


figure.

But by 1916 the 
British and Germans, and even the 
Canadians were out of the running, 
and Russia's sole dependence for 
adequate farm machinery to do the 
work of farmers away on war serv- 
ice, many of whom would not re- 
turn, and to insure the gathering 
of the crops and the doing of it 
with the utmost economy, was the 
United States. The Russian 
Ministry of Agriculture bought 
70,000 American harvesters. Rus- 
sia’s dependence upon them was 
shown by the fact that on the 
Trans-Siberian Railway they were 
given right of way over all kinds of 
freight except munitions of war 
and railway supplies. 

With the decline of the value 
of the rouble the Russion gover- 
ment had to take over the sale 
of farm implements and machi- 
ery, leaving only the supplying of 
spare parts for replacement, and 
repair, in the hands of Americans. 
This is one of the most important 
branches of the business of dis- 
tributing agricultural implements 


in Russia, and fn 1917 the Amert- 


cans sold out their spare parts to 
the Russian government, turning 
over for the benefitof the farmers 
everything for which the govern- 
ment could pay. By this time 
the Russian farmer was receiving 
all his manufactured goods on 
credit, especially his American 
farm machinefy. He still owed 
or his purchases of 1912 and 
1913. And then our American im- 
plement manufacturers wrote off 
his debts to profit and loss, one 
concern writing off $19,000,000.

NICE TRIP 
FOR FISH 
EXCURSION 


‘Angling, Camping and the 
Scenery Said to be Fine in 
Lytle Creek District 


BY OUTDOOR FRANKLIN 
Of the Buick Information Service 
One of the nicest week-end trips 
that I have discovered in my 
Buick explorations is to Lytle 
Creek and Glen Ranch. It ap- 
peals in more ways than one. It 
is very easily reached and the sur- 
roundings are extremely beautiful 
while the fishine is fair and the 
camping is ideal. 

The stream is lined with syca- 


‘meres and aspens which overlap 


and form perpetual shade while 
the banks abound in level spots 
under the trees on which to build 


camp. 

At Glen Ranch is located a store, 
swimming pool and tennis court 
which is open to the public. While 
no meals are served, excellent 
rooms can be obtained. 

The stream has three forks, the 
middie fork, producing the best 
fishing. While the aspens lind the’ 
banks there are open spots which 
allow the use of a . A Royal 
Coachman and a brown hackle I 
found the best. Fishing with sal- 
mon eggs or angle worms is really 
the best method as the stream is 
Inclined to be fast and I have seen 
some fine fish taken by this method. 

The Ranch Company makes a 
small charge for camping privi- 
leges and it is necessary to secure 
a fire permit from the ranger, 
whose station is passed on the 
right. Glen Ranch is sixty-five 
miles from Los Angeles and is best 
reached via the Foothill Boule- 
vard to Etiwanda. This interest- 
‘mg spot is on the north slope of 
Faldy, whose rugged sides furn- 
ish the watershed that forms the 


stream. 
Teo those who enjoy a thrill it is 


possible to return over the Men- 
tone Grade which climbs up the 
steep sides of the mountain, back 
of @ ranch, coming out on the 
Cajon Highway at Mentone, 
grade is governed by control, a 
half hour each way.

Los Angeles, with its far-reach- 
ing and its constantly-increasing 
building activity, an activity un- 
paralleled in per capita construc- 
tion by any other big city in the 
United States, has focused upon 
itself the attention and the inter- 
est of the entire country and has 
attracted, during the past two 
years, thousands of builders, con- 
tractors, and artisans of the build- 
ing trades; men who see here an 
opportunity for steady and lucra- 
tive employment in their various 
fields of endeavor. 

Unfortunately thie same activity, 
which has been the subject of so 
much favorable comment in the 
press throughout the country, has 
drawn to the city a very undesir- 
able element as well; the fiy-by- 
night contractor, who underbids 
reputable contracting firms, col- 
lects the first payment on the con- 
tract and disappears. 

Within the past week four such 
cases have been called to the at- 
tention of the Fact and Comment 
man.

When the car rolled out of the 
Howard service department it 
sagged in the rear unti] the tires 
almost touched the fenders, and 
the frame rested on the axle hous- 
ing. Stanley drove the car and 
its occupants, a photographer and 


a couple of newspaper men, over 


the boulevards to Pasadena and to 
the toll house at the foot of Mt. 


Wilson and none of them made 
any complainte about the car's 
riding qualities even with the 


springs out. Save for a bump or 
two crossed by the car when the 
frame would bounce an inch or two 
off the housing it would have been 
impossible to tell that the car was 
epringless. 

Stanley drove the car up end 
then turned around and came 
down again without giving any of 
the passengers any qualms as to 
their safety on the steep decline 
and around the numerous hairpin 
turns. The car handled perfectly 
and at the low-gear sign on the 
ascent Stanley kept ahead in sec- 
ond gear and the four-cylinder 
pulled right along without a 
quiver. 

The springs were strapped to the

The Lobelia splendens well deserves its 
specific name. No flower grows of a more 
vivid or all-commanding hue. What a thrill 
paseed through me the first time its fiery 
color blazed out befor<c my astonished eyes! 
The flaming thing stood on the far side of a 
moist meadow along the upper reaches of 
the Santa Ana River in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, where I was “noseying along” 
one day late in August two or three years 
ago. I had never been fortunate enough to 
rum across it before, yet I realized at once 
what it was, for I kneW there could be only 
one flower with that startling red in this 
part of the world—and in the past I bad 
known the Cardinal flowvwr of the East. 
With joy I hailed its sight, and that day 
literally became a “red-letter” one in a long 
list of trips “afield in Southern California.” 


The California Cardinal Flewer More 
Vivid in Color Than Those of East

Although our Cardinal flower seems to 
have no full sister dwelling anywhere in the 
Southwest, she bas some close cousina, all 
of which bear the unmistakable family lxe- 
ness. But they are all blue—one of them the 
biuest of the blue. This one is Dowingia 
puichella of the botanists. It is quite com- 
monly called “Blue Lobelia,” and may be 
said to stand as a type for the family. Its 
range is from Ventura county northward. I 
have found it most plentiful im the canyons 
of the Santa Yuez Mountains, ip Santa Bar- 
bara county. It is a lowly, reclining plant. 
seeking wet, springy places, where it some- 
times makes a bed of deep blue. While its 
hue is not so compelling as that of ita fem- 
ing cardinal cousin, it is as vivid as a full, 
deep blue can weil be, and would hardly 
fail to attract your eye if it should happen 
to come within your field of vision. Some- 
times a single pliant, or a small clump of 
three or four, finds iodgement on the lower 
side of a boulder in a little mountain 
stream, where it makes a deep azure spot 
against the stream-weathered rock—like a 
speck of deep blue sky showing through a 
break in the clouds. ~ 

In the San Gabriel Mountains and other 
places in the south there is another lowly 
blue cousin of the Cardinal flower. Palmer- 
ella debilis-serrata the botanists call it— 
which is a “whole mouthful” of a name, es- 
pecially for so small a plant. It has no com- 
mon name, as far as | have heen able to 
learn, other thén Palmerelia, which seems 
a pity, for we are quite apt to run across it 
in our canyon investigations. It is just as

Our Pursianes are not many, but they are 
a distinctive lot. Best known of all of them, 
perhaps—at least the one known to most 
persons, that is, of our native Purslianes— 
is the miner’é lettuce (Montia perfoliata.) 
I think almost everyone who frequents the 
wild knows thie little white-flowered plant 
that grows on moist, shaded hilisides and 
in wooded canyons. It has two serts of 
leaves; a tuft of basal ones that are long 
and slender; and a stem pair that unite 
about the stalk in saucer-form, from the cen- 
ter of which the loose raceme of small, 
white flowers rises. The plant is a near 
cousin of the world-famed spring beauty of 
ithe Mastern States. In fact, for a long time 
botanists considered it a sister, placing it in 
the same genus—that of Claytonia. 

Regretfully, | am compelled to admit that 
our little Montia is not so bewitching and 
lovely a flower as its eastern cousin, the 
spring beauty; but as an offset to this, we 
can claim for it a greater domestic value. 
Its name of miner's lettuce indicates where- 
in ite value lies. It is said that the Indiaps, 
as well as the miners, used the plant as a 
relish. To the miners who first came to the 
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Coast it must have been particularly accept-

fan church, Kawaiahao, the oldest in the 
lands, fondly hoping to hear a whole Hawai- 
fan service. The minister is a very brilliant, 
very handsome Pake-Hawatian (Chinese. 
Hawatian) who preaches remarkable ser- 
mons both in English and in Hawatlian. 
This morning, however, he arose and intro- 
duced a white missionary who proceeded to 
talk-Gown to the level of the brown broth- 
ers for three-quarters of an hour, in English. 
T have never blushed so much for miy race 
before, and I have never, never heard such 
an awful sermon—the only things that 
saved it at ell was that some of the andi- 
ence didn’t understand him very well. Jo 
and I writhed and suffered and finally took 
refuge in the Hawalian hymn book, trying 
to figure out what the words meant from the 
English titles to the tunes. 

Finally the wretch finished and the min 
_ ister arose, took the missionary’s notes, end 
proceeded to interpret in Hawaiian. From 
his motions and inflections he must have 
miade a much ,better sermon out of the 
thing, and I know that he talked about 
“psychology” and “vibration” (there are no 
equivalents for those wordsein Hawaiian,) 
which the white man most rertatnly did not 
imclude in his speech. The audience, by the 
way, was exceedingly interesting—lovely 
half-whites, fat old Hawaiian women in 
biack and purple holokus, and pompous men 
with orange leis on their hats—but they 
couldn't take away the bad taste left by the 
white maa.

The value of radium inheres principally 
in its quality as a curative agency. As such 
it is being used throughout this and other 
countries, with good results in some cases. 


Three distinct rays are emitted by the 
salts and the pure emanations of radium. By 
the use of screens a separation of the rays 
is made. In addition to the rays, which are 
kuown as alpha, beta and gamma rays; a 
radioactive emanation, or gas is produced, 
which is about a thousand times as active, 
weight for weight, as radium itself. The 
alpha rays consist of positively charged 
atoms of helium projected at a low rate of 
speed as compared to the other rays, and 
possess very small curative valve. Beta 
rays are negatively charged and have a 
speed approximating that of light and are 
very penetrating; the gamma rays are still 
more penetrating and are negatively 
charged. \ 

In therapeutics radium is never directly 
applied, Small’ quangities are dissolved in 
acidulated water-in vials, which are kept in 
vaults, presumably to protect them from the 
enterprising burglar. By a complicated 
process radium emanation is collected from 
this source of supply and sealed in small 
glass tubes some of which are no larger 
than would be a short section of a sewing 
needle. There are many forms of eontain- 
ers provided in order to méet conditions and 
many forms of applicators.

1S THERE LIFE ON THE MOON? 


According to Prof. William Pickering of 
Harvard College there ie-Hfe on the moon 
in the form of vegetation. After two years 
of observation, he reported that two crops 
grow in a lunar day, which is as long as two 
weeks on the earth, owing to the fact that 
the moon during its enti-e revolution pre- 
sents the same side to the earth. He claims 
to have discovered s issuing from some 
of the craters of volcanoes, from which the 
inference is made that water and heat both 
exist there to some extent. In the crater 
of Erastosthenes II he asserts that planet 
life was evoked by fifty-six hours of sun- 
light. The growing season varies in differ- 
ent exposures from two to eleven days, the 
average being estimated at about a week, 
or a half of a lunar day. This astronomer 
also asserted in his report that snowstorms 
or snow eruptions (by which doubtless is 


All this is at variance with the conditions 
that astronomers and physicists*have long 
believed to exist on the moon. They have 
believed it to be as “dead ag a door nail.” 


long day and form an atmosphere. Extremes 
of temperature go to the boiling point, and 
during the equally long night the tempera- 
ture goes down to 100 deg. below sero or 
lower. Moreover modern telescopes have 
disclosed the fact that the extremely rough 
surface of the moon shows no effect of disin- 
tegration or weathering by either air or 
water. 

The surface of the moon presented to the 
earth hag been well mapped by astronomers. 
It has been found to be broken by several 
mountain ranges, and by numerous isolated 
mountains. More than 30,000 craters of vol- 
canoes have been counted. An interesting 
fact is that some of the mountains are com- 
puted to be 20,000 feet (nearly four miles 
high,). which is relatively equivalent to a 
mountain on the earth fifteen miles high, 
because of the great difference in the di- 
mensions of the earth and its satelite. There

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OW TO SELECT AND HANG PICTURES 
VY THE hanging of pictures any *tuggee 
tions or rules are useless if the pictures 
are not worth a position on the wall, so 
the selection is of primary importance. 


There are some pictures which sre more 


suitable for the living-room while others 
are immediately classed as dining-room or 
bedroom pictures. We may even select 
three pictures all of which are suitable for 
the living-room but which cannot be used 
cogether, either on account of the color or 
subject matter. There are decorators who 
have given much time to the selection of 


over-mantel pictnres alone. 


In pioture stores only a limited amount 
of the stock can be displayed and if thi« 
doesn’t happen to suit the individual taste 
or pocketbook, picture buying becomes a 
drudgery unless one knows some things to 
ask for. 

There are always excellent prints or repre 
ductions as weil as originals put away un- 
framed and it is an advantage to select one 
of these because it can be framed to suit 
the picture and the wall it is to hang on, 
end sometimes this happens to agree with 
the individual taste of the owner. 

We do not always need to buy reproduc- 
tions or prints from old masters, because 
we have a wealth of materia! of more recent 
date to select from, but often old prints can 
be picked up at a very reasonable price.

Simplicity in Picture Hanging is as 
Necessary as Elsewhere 


SUALLY rooms are too crowded with 
pictures. It ie better to have the room 
undecorated than overcrowded. As has 
been said, it gives the impression of many 
people talking at once and is confusing. One 
picture hung fn a space that is in harmony 
with it, that is, of the same general shape 
as the picture, is much more satisfactory 
than a group. A picture that hangs with its 
long side horizontal will not look as well in 
a vertical panel as it will in a broad space 
om the wall. 
Small pictures are better hung in small 
rooms than in large ones. In order to look

Bedroom Pictures Must Possessai , 
Restful Quality 


N THE bedroom only restful and simple 
pictures should be permitted. Pictures 
of batties and equally exciting subjects as 
well as those which are melancholy and op- 
pressive are out of place in practically any 


room. The hall is possibly the least objec 
tionable place, as the family does not sit and 
contemplate them there. 

The bedroom or den is about the only 
place for a collection of family portraits and 
only a limited number of these should be on 


framed. Very small pictures and those with 
much detail are not easy to look at and 
cause eyestrain if they are not easily dis 
tinguished across the room. These too are 
unsuited to the bedroom. “Pictures ia 
which the objects In them tack repose do 
not possess the necessary amount of restful- 
ness required for a room in which the chief 
business is rest. 

Pictures done in the same medium are bet- 
ter placed together than are those of en- 
tirely opposite material. Water colors, olls 
and prints are better if separated.

A Gentle Reminder 


© PRODUCT on earth can forever live 
on its reputation alone, however good 
at the heyday of 
tlie product’s popularity, have been. This 
is a cold business fact that may be brought 
home in a rather forcible way to deciduous 
fruit growers of Southern California unless 
they follow the example of the citrus and 
walnut growers and bend all their energies 
to the prodiction of crops of a higher 
standard of excellency. This is particular- 
ly true with respect to the growing of can- 


- ping fruit, the quality of which, in Southern 


California, has failed to measure up to that 
of the fruit in the northern part of the 
State. It isn’t that this section can’t grow 
the best. for vo other region tn the world 
can produce better fruit. It is simply a 
case, apparently, of deciduous growers in 
this section having failed to keep up with 
the growing practices that have made for 
quality products in other deciduous fruit 
sections. That the condition will 
remedied goes without saying, for the can- 
ners have been registering a strong protest 
against the kind of fruit that has been de- 
livered to them im recént years and the 
growers are beginning to realize that the 
whole thing is a question of dollars and 
cents. In a few years they will be thank- 
ing the canners for giving them this gentle 
reminder of their shortcomings.

In central and eastern districts the warm 
weather and abundant moisture of middle 
May were generally favorable for farm 
work, says the Weather Bureau. Plowing 
and seeding have made good progress and 
germination is satisfactory.

to insects of diseases. With apricots, the 
size adopted is “not over sixteen to the 
pound.” These standards are tenient as 
compared to those enforced in some other 
parts of the State and are felt to be abso 
lutely necessary in order to ineure the 
quality of packs turned out by the canners. 
Following the adoption of thege standards, 
the canners’ bureau prepared and pub- 
lished a little pamphiet, “A Messagesto 
Growers of Deciduous Fruits,” which has 
received wide distribution among deciduous 
growers. Copies of this publication are 
still available to growers on application to 
the bureau at 612 Homer Laughlin Build- 
ing, Los Angeles. 

Other features of the plan which are 
contemplated are the organization of de- 
ciduous fruit growers’ departments of the 
various county farm bureaus, which it is 
felt will do much to create an industry 
spirit among the growers, as well as pro- 
viding a suitable medium for the carrying

pete with the canners in other parts of 
the State in average prices paid to the 
growers. They say the lower percentage 
material for choice packs and the necessity 
for selling a large part of the pack at very 
low prices are what are hurting the canning 
industry all around in this section. The 
inevitable result is a lower average price 
to the producer than is the case in dis 
tricts where the percentage of choice 
grades is higher. The future prosperity of 
an agricultural industry is inseparably 
connected with the. prosperity of the indi- 
vidual grower. Canners have indicated 
their willingness and desire to co-operate 
with the fruit growers in the solution of 
their mutual problem. 

A factor which has contributed to the 
apathy on the part of the grower as to the 
production of choice fruit was the situation 
created during the war when the demand 
for canned fruits far exceeded the supply. 
The canners could then dispose profitably 
of fruit which fell far below the require- 
ments, and could return high prices to 
the growers. This proved to be an en- 
couragement in failure to properly care for 
orchards, and today constitutes one of the 
main reasons why deciduous fruit growers 
as a class are not producing the quality of 
fruit which they should. War conditions 
no longer exist, however, and competition 
for the consumer's favor has returned and 
to stay. Again quality determines the 
price and t market, and growers and 
canners must k to the future. 


GROWERS AWAKENING | 


Appreciating the importance of the pres- 
ent situation and recognizing the absolute 
necessity of remedying it, a concerted pro- 
gram for the solution of this problem has 
been developed, involving co-operation on 
the part of the State College of Agricul- 
ture through the agricultural extension 
service, the canners, as represented in the 
Southern California Canners’ Bureau. and 
the deciduous fruit growers, through the 
various county farm bureaus. * This pro- 
gram, which was developed some months 
ago, was launched by an intensive series 
of spraying demonstrations in both fall and 
spring, emphasizing the importance of 
spraying for the control of pests atid dis 
eases which annually cause such a loss in 
the quality of Southern California decid- 
uous fruits. The agricultural extension 
service in Los Anreles county for the last 
three years has’ been conducting work on 
the spraying of deciduous fruits, the results 
of which have been to demonstrate. conclu- 
sively that the priticipal diseases may be 
readily controlled by proper spraying prac- 
tice. That the importance of spraying is 
becoming better understood. is 
in the fact that 60 per cent of the decidu- 
ous fruit acreage in Los Angeles county 
was sprayed this last year. 


The second item in this program for 
the improvement of quality of deciduous 
fruits in Southern California was a series 
of thinning demonstrations. During the 
past month approximately twenty field

SITUATION URGENT 

On the whole, prospects for the decidu- 
ous fruit crop of Southern California for 
this season are excellent. Apricots were 
injured in certain districts by frosts oc- 
curring in April and May, but recent sur- 
veys indicate that the tonnage in sight is 
sufficient to tax/the capacity of canneries 
and dry yards, providing the crop is han- 
died without loss. The peach crop is 
heavier than has been the case in many 
years and with the increased acreage, all 
prospects indicate the largest peach crop 
in the history of Southern California. In 
many districts trees are breaking down at 
the present time, clearly indicating the 
impossibility of their maturing the crop 
which is setting unless the number of 
fruits is greatly reduced. In spite of the 
campaign to induce more thinning, recent 
surveys indicate that the growers gener- 
ally are not thinning their trees, or when 
thinning, are not removing enough fruit. 
To be sure, there are exceptions, but on 
the whole it may be said that deciduous 
growers are falling far short in satisfac- 
tory thinning. 


Long experience has demonstrated con- 
clusively that tonnage is not necessarily 
reduced by thinning and that the removal 
of half the crop usually results in no de- 
crease in tonnage, but in a decided im- 
provement in quality. There is much food 
for thought on the part of deciduous fruit 
growers in the statement recently made by 
the manager of the Southern California 
Canners’ Bureau that “one two and one-half 
inch peach weighs more than two two-inch 
peaches.” 

This season’s market outlook for canning 
peaches is decidedly good, providing a 
good quality product is produced. The 
1921 California pack has been practically 
all sold, a large part of it having gone for 
export shipment. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that the 1921 pack was 
3,000,000 cases less than the 1920 pack, 
and 5,000,000 cases short of the 1919 pack, 
and furthermore that there was a very 
short crop of fruits and berries throughout 
the Middle West and Eastern States in 
1921, all of which had a material effect on 
the California market. 


NO TIME TO SPARE 


Judicious thinning of the crop will do 
more than any other one thing to insure, 
the production of high average, quality 
fruit, and time is short in which to prop- 
erly finish the work. Thinning accom- 
plishes a number of results which it is 
worth while to briefly review. 


There is ample evidence to conclusively 
prove that thinning materially increases 
the size of the fruit. It has also been con- 
clusively demonstrated that a judicious 
thinning materially improves the color of 
the fruit. This may be due to less shading 
or to an increased supply of carbohydrates, 
but whatever the cause, thinning has been 
shown to improve the color. Proper thin-, 
ning accomplishes a much greater uni- 
formity in size and maturity, which is a 
matter of great importance itt the harvest 
ing and grading of fruit. The percentage 
of salable fruit is greatly imcreased by 
thinning. the cost of harvesting is mark- 
edly decreased, the labor involved in sort- 
ing and grading is materially reduced, the 
vitality of the tree Is conserved by reduc- 
ing the amount of fruit, particularly in the 
removal of surplus number of seeds which

however, so that thinning is 
timely right now. Distances for thinning 
range from four to six inches for apricots 
and, six to eight inches for peaches. The 
best directions are for the growers to re- 
move all ill-formed, diseased, wormy or in- 
ferior fruit. Pick all clusters to one spect- 
men and then thin until the fruits are from | 
four to eight inches apart, depending upon 
variety. Thinning is performed just about 
as one would pick the fruit at the time of 
harvesting, beginning at the terminal end 
of the branch. The last fruit is left, then 
the hand is moved along the branch the 
required distances and all fruits eliminated 
until the next properly spaced fruit is 
reached. It is not necesary to use shears. 


A PRECOCIOUS FOWL .

SCHOOLS RECOGNIZE | 
VALUE OF MILK DIET 


SAN BERNARDINO.—The importance of 
milk as a bedy builder has just been 
proved here once more in a convincing ex- 
periment by which the percentage of un- 
derweight school chiidren has been re- 
duced in a few short months, by means of 
a glass of milk a day, from fifty-one out of 
every hundred to eighteen. This plan of 
organized milk distribution, as inaugurated 
by Percy R. Davis, city superintendent of 
schools, and put into effect by the San 
Bernardino Board of Education in February, 
is said to be the first effort of the kind 
tried in Southern California. Its success, 
as shown by the figures announced by Mr. 
Davis at the close of the school year, poiat 
to its more general adoption by other 
school systems. 

The experimental offering of m'‘tk at cort 
to school children daily during the morning 
recess was begun here in October, when 
H. A. Wierwille, principal of the Baseline 
school, adopted the plan in his school. At 
this time a health survey of the school 
children of the entire system made by Mrs. 
Dorothea K. Stewart, school nurse, showed 
that only forty-nine out of every 100 chil- 
dren were up to their normal weight. The 
immediate popularity of the milk-serving 
plan at the Baseline school and the quick 
improvement of the children in weight and 
in school work led to the working out of 
a plan by which its benefits could be ex- 
epded.to other schools of the city

A 
sandy or sandy loam soil holds much less 


water than loam or heavier type. One 
can expect the former to become exhausted 
will depend upon how soon the moisture 


becomes depleted. If the soll is a heavy 
type and is handled properly. tt may be 
that no irrigation will be necessary, but 
with most of the lighter types of soils the 
motsture-holding capacity is not great 
enough to last through the season. 


In order to be sure about moisture con- 
ditions, it ts advisable to use a soll auger 
frequently and to examine the subsoils.

Lubrication is 
more vital in the operation cf a tractor 
than in the case of the automobile, be- 
cause the tractor engine generates greater 
heat, 2000 to 3000 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
because the outside parts come into con- 
tact with more dust and dirt. The trac- 
tor operator should learn that the first 
thing to do before operatifig a tra is 
to lubricate it, and the last thing to do is 
to oll and grease it. 


The .ofl used im tractor transmissions 
should be a little’heavier than the oj] used 
to lubricate the pistons, cylinders and mo- 
tor bearings. In lubricating the differen- 
tial, the tractor owner should follow his 
instruction book, which will either specify 
a very heavy grade of ofl or a grease. 
Pump out the differential grease or oil fre- 
quently, and put in new grease. as consid- 
erable heat is generated in this part of the 
tractor, and a poor grease breaks down 
rapidly and deteriorates. Be sure and at- 
tend to the grease cups. Never use @ 
solid grease in the tranemission. 

Im repairing or overhauling the motor, 
the operator should wipe clean from dirt 
the apertures of the engine cylinder doors, 
and not allow any dirt to fall into the ofl 
from clothing or other articles. Do not use 
waste or rags in the crankcase of any en- 
gine, as parts of the material are liable 
to fal into the ofl and clog the system. 


CONDITION OF CROPS 
IS STILL VERY GOOD 


Although the condition of pears, cher- 
ries and prunes declined during late May 
and early June, the apricot, peach and 
grape crops improved during the same pe- 


riod, and the condition of*fruits as a 
whole is above the average, reports & E. 
Kaufman, State agricultural statistician. 


Until July 15, the danger from “June drop” | 


will not be completely over, states R. W. 
Hodgson, farm adviser for Los 1s 
county, and the prospects for the cominz 
citrus fruit crops, therefore, Cannot be ac- 


curately forecast at this time. 
Mr. Kaufman says that, owi to the 
lateness of the season, it is hard make 


aceurate forecasts of*the major deciduous 
fruit crops. There was a heavy drop of 
pears, prunes and cherries following a 
May frost in the central and northern parts 
of California, but the peach, grape and 
apricot crops improved. 

The condition of the apple crop is esti. 
mated at 83 per cent of a normal, as com- 
pared to 58 last year. Yucaipa was hit by 
a late May frost, but the set was heavy on 
the trees, and a normal crop is expected. 
A forecast of production § indicates about 
7,221,000 boxes, as compared to 6,500,000 
boxes last year. The condition of apples 
throughout the United States is 71 per cent 
of normal. 

The apricot crop as a whole is now re 
ported as 55 per cent of a normal crop, 
compared with 45 per cent last year, and 
_ the crop will be heavier than last year. 

The condition of peaches improved 
somewhat during May, now being esti- 
mated at 98 per cent of a normal crop, 
Fresno county, which produces more 
peaches than any other county, has almost 
a full crop, and the harvest will probably 
reach 420,000 tons, as against 320,000 tons 
last year, all over the State.
